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Comparing Dairy Breed Activities 
By FRANK T. PRICE 


interesting comparisons are available with respect 

to the four major dairy breeds and how they have 
reacted to the effects of depression. Our study comprises 
material taken from the annual reports of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, the Ayrshire Breeders’ 
Association, the American Guernsey Cattle Club and the 
American Jersey Cattle Club. While the fiscal years of 
each of these organizations do not begin and end at the 
same time, the twelve-month comparison for the fiscal year 
of each, which has most recently been completed, yields 
information of a comparable and interesting nature. 

It ought to be said, however, that the comparisons are 
made not at all for the purpose of putting any one dairy 
Dreed in a bad light with respect to its comparative stand- 
ing with others but to show that each has suffered in a 
somewhat similar measure along comparative lines during 
the current depression. 

These four dairy breeds registered in the fiscal year 
1929-30, 249,278 animals, and in the year 1930-31, 211,364 
animals—a decrease of 37,914 animals over the previous 
fiscal year. The decrease therefore on a percentage basis 
is 14.9%. The same breeds transferred 188,457 animals in 
the fiscal year 1929-30 and during the fiscal year 1930-31 
transferred 137,905. This is a decrease of 50,552 animals 
for which sales were not found during the year just closed, 
and the percentage of decrease in transfers is therefore 
26.8%.

For the purpose of ready reference Table I shows a 
comparison of the four major dairy breeds for the past fis- 
cal year in memberships, transfers, registrations, cash in- 
come, expenses, net loss and net worth at the close of the 
most recent fiscal year. It will be noted that these four 
breeds, with the exception of the Guernsey, sustained a 
net loss upon operations in their last fiscal year. Lest we 
become too discouraged, however, regarding the outlook 
for the future of these breeds it must be rememberd that 
the net worth of the parent associations is still quite a 
comfortable sum, ranging from over $400,000 to $45,000, 
with the Holstein breed leading with a net worth of 
$403,228.24. 

For our own comfort it may be stated that the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America has nearly six times as 
many members as the Ayrshire, Guernsey and Jersey Asso- 
ciations together, due to the lower membership fee and 
the wide differential between the fees for members and 





non-members as well as to the inherent popularity of the 
Holstein breed which is, of couse, the most numerous in 
the dairy field. 

The registrations for Holsteins, numbering 105,143, 
are but little more than 1,000 less than the other three 
breeds combined, and the transfers of Holsteins, numbering 
70,939, exceeded by nearly 4,000 the combined figures of 
the other three breeds. These points are stressed, not for 
the purpose of making a detrimental comparison with the 
other breeds, but to hearten our own breeders who must 
realize that with an industry that registers over 100,000 
animals per year and transfers more than the other breeds 
put together there is certainly still room for optimism re- 
garding the future of such breed. 

Remembering that the decrease in registrations for all 
breeds, comparing the last two years, amounted to 14.9%, 
and the decrease in transfers for all breeds for the same 
two years amounted to 26.8%, it is interesting to know the 
actual comparative percentage of decreases for the last 
two fiscal years for transfers, registrations, members and 
income for the four major dairy breeds. The Holstein 
breed exceeded the average of 14.9% decrease for registra- 
tions with a decrease of 16.1%. In transfers, however, 
the Holstein breed did not fare quite so badly as the aver- 
age of 26.8%, for the Holstein transfers fell off 23.3%. 
It was the Jersey breed that suffered most here, with a 
decrease in transfers of 36.1%. The Guernsey breed had 
a decrease of 26%, while the Ayrshire breed made a com- 
paratively small decrease of 8.9%. The comparison in the 
following table is not extended to memberships, on account 
of the difference in fees and the policies of the other organ- 
izations respecting acquisition of members:

Some comfort may be gained for all these breeds, how- 
ever, in a study of the comparisons of the past two years 
as to the amount of record making that has been carried 
on. The following table shows the comparison of the last 
two fiscal years of the Guernsey, Jersey and Holstein 
breeds in Advanced Register or Record of Merit Records:

It was necessary to adjust the Holstein figures for 
1930-31 because the testing year included but nine months, 
having been changed by order of the Board to correspond 
with the fiscal year which ends now on December 3lst. 
There are no Ayrshire figures available for Advanced 
Registry work, but it should be said in behalf of the Ayr- 
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shire breed that this breed has by far the largest number 
in Herd Test work in comparison to its numbers. As no 
direct figures are available, however, for comparison, no 
tabular comparison has been made respecting this impor- 
tant form of testing. 

A study of the various other activities of these four 
breeds yields the opinion that all of them, despite the fact 
that they have faced the necessity of subtracting from 
their surplus during the past year, have made a valiant 
effort to retain interest in pure bred breeding on the part 
of the dairy public. The Ayrshire breed has made a be- 
ginning in a program of field activity, and since early 
spring a field man for this breed has been active in the 
dairy field. The Holstein breed has had seven field men 
constantly employed, the Jersey breed has had eight, and 
the Guernsey breed five. It is of interest to note in the 
annual report of the secretary of the American Guernsey 
Cattle Club the following paragraph regarding extension 
service and the channel in which it was directed for 
this breed: 

“When February, 1930, indicated that every field of 
business was to feel marked recession, your Executive 
Committee proceeded to watch closely all Club expenses 
and especially those with restricted direct returns. This 
naturally brought the Extension Service under special 
study. It was decided to use some of the time of the 
fieldmen to inspect and study those breeders failing to 
register animals for a certain period. This work has been 
in operation since early winter and the results have been 
gratifying. Several thousand dollars have been secured 
through encouraging breeders to register worthy animals. 
Much economy has resulted in clearing files of those 
wholly inactive, but the major benefit has been to assure 
breeders of our interest in their problems and to open new 
avenues to the work of the fieldmen”. 


The Jersey breed with its eight field men has been 
particularly active in publicity matters. A total of 1,906 
articles, 11 of which were of national importance, were re- 
leased. On thousand three hundred twenty-five articles 
upon records were sent out to various lists of publications 
and 137 articles dealing with matters of state-wide im- 
portance were sent out from Jersey publicity headquarters. 
While no direct comparisons are possible because of the 
varied activities of the four major breeds, it may be noted 
in this connection that the Holstein cause was not neg- 
lected by the publicity division, as 2,936 articles were 
sent out from extension headquarters. In the report of 
the Director of the Extension Service the publicity depart- 
ment is credited with securing 11,564 column inches of 
space with a value at regular rates of over $91,000. This 
was an increase of $38,000 in space secured over the 
previous year. The Guernsey report showed 2,643 column 
inches of similar matter obtained through its publicity 
department. 


Two breeds reported upon activities in their junior 
division, the Guernsey breed maintaining a junior depart- 
ment that increased in membership to 5,340 members, from 
3,377 the previous year. The Holstein breed also reported 
similarly, with a total of 19,048 members in the junior 
department, which was an increase of 3,737 over the 
previous year. All of these breeds spent a liberal pro- 
portion of their income to maintain interest in the breed 
on the part of the dairy public. From the report of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association we find that there was spent 
through the extension department and secretary’s office 
for extension work, publicity, prizes at fairs and prizes 
for scholarships a total gross of $140,279.68. The receipts 
were $38,959.95, leaving a net expenditure for all forms 
of promotional activity, aside from Advanced Register 
work, of $101,319.73. This is 25.4% of the total expendi- 
tures of the Association, which amounted to $398,259.26. 

The Guernsey breed spent in extension $65,586.07, which 
was 21.5% of the total expenditure, amounting to 
$304,359.83. 


The expenditures for publicity and extension work of 
the Jersey breed amounted to $98,032.19 which was 36.4% 
of the total expenditures of $269,093.42. 

It will thus be seen that these three breeds are spend- 
ing an average of over one-fourth of their entire expendi- 
ture in direct promotional activity in behalf of the breed. 
It cannot be said that the parent organizations have lost 
courage in the face of discouraging results in transfers 
and registrations when they are making such an effort 
to retain an interest on the part of the dairy public in 
pure bred breeding. 

Of course it may not be argued that the actual expendi- 
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tures for extension, publicity, prizes at fairs and similar 
allotments are the only expenditures by breed associa- 
tions that count in behalf of the breed toward gaining pop- 
ularity for it. The whole expenditure for Advanced Regis- 
try is designed for the purpose of creating sentiment in 
behalf of the breed that is represented. From the reports 
of the various breeds the following figures are available 
with respect to the expenditures along these lines:

It will thus be seen that the American Guernsey Cattle 
Club operated its Advanced Registry department during 
the last fiscal year at a profit, and that the American 
Jersey Cattle Club sustained a loss of but $13,000, while 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America was putting 
into the Advanced Register form of extension work approxi- 
mately $68,000 during the comparative fiscal year. The 
vast difference in income of the three organizations is 
due to the fees which are charged for testing, for cer- 
tificates of Advanced Registry and Records of Merit. It 
is of interest to compare in connection with this the 
whole system of fees for the four major dairy breeds. 
The comparison follows:

A study of the entire system of fees in such com- 
parisons yields the conclusion that the basic fees for the 
Holstein industry are much lower than the average for 
the principal breeds. The penalty fees are somewhat 
higher than the average, while the fees for Advanced 
Registry (merely a nominal charge per herd covering the 
price of the Year Book) are way below those charged by 
other breeds, and consequently the Advanced Registry De- 
partment is operated at a somewhat formidable loss each 
year. Whether the promotional work that is done through 
the Advanced Registry Department in acquainting the 
dairy public with the superior merits of the Holstein cow 
warrants such expenditure by the breed as a whole or 
whether more of such expense should be borne by the in- 
dividual breeder directly benefiting is a matter for serious 
consideration by the Association. It is known that the 
Association management is making a study of the whole 
matter of fees and that some revision, particularly in 
penalty fees and perhaps also in Advaneed Registry 
charges, may result. 

In conclusion, indications point to a courageous atti-

Sir Fobes Retires 


IR FOBES ORMSBY HENGERVELD 412147, unde- 
~ feated grand champion for the past five show 

seasons—and they have been hard ones—and “Dean 
of All-Americans”, this year retires from the show ring, 
according to an announcement from his owners, Elmwood 
Farms, Deerfield, Ill. Starting with his first showing as a 
three-year-old in 1926 he has been undefeated grand cham- 
pion ever since at 31 of the greatest shows in the country, 
and in 1925 as a two-year-old he lost only one first and 
was once grand champion in state competition, giving him 
a total of 32 grand championships, the last 31 of which 
were consecutive. These winnings include five grand 
championships and six firsts at the National Dairy Exposi- 
tion, a showing not equalled by any other animal of the 
breed of either sex; five grand championships and six first 
at Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, and the balance of his 
purples at Eastern States, Central States, Brockton and 
the State Fairs of Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Ohio, Iowa 
and Minnesota, besides one showing against the strongest 
of Canadian competition at London, Ont., in 1928, where 
he defeated Abbekerk Sylvius Lad. 

He was the oustanding choice for All-American as a 
two-year-old in 1925, as a three-year-old in 1926 and as an 
aged bull in 1927, 1928, 1929 and 1930 and was also a mem- 
ber of the All-American Produce of Cow in 1926, showing 
with his older brother. He has carried the Elmwood 
colors for the past four seasons, being purchased by Bob 
Rasmussen following his undefeated three-year-old show- 
ing, when he was owned by a Waukesha County (Wiscon- 
sin) syndicate consisting of Halbach, Baird, Garvens and 
Swartz. They consigned him to the first U. S. National 
Fall Sale in 1926, where he topped the sale, going to Elm- 
wood at $7,100. This was undoubtedly the best Holstein 
investment that Elmwood has ever made with the single 
exception of the purchase of “Queen Bessie” when she was 
carrying “King Bessie’. 

In announcing the retirement of ‘Sir Fobes” from the 
show ring, Mr. Rasmussen states that he considers that 
from now on this bull’s place is at home in as heavy service 
as his advancing years will allow. He will be nine years 
old in November and the high condition demanded by 
present-day show ring practice does not do him any good 
as a service bull, to say nothing of the railroad journey of 
several thousand miles each fall. Even if he were sent 
out in just breeding condition without fitting, it would 
mean two months or more out of service while on the road, 
and we believe the decision to retire him at this time is 
a wise one, especially as he has already won all the show 


ring honors any one bull is entitled to, and anything more 
would be superfluous. That is not saying, however, the 
show ring will not miss him this year, nor that he will not 
miss the show ring. He has always seemed to enjoy 
posing in the ring as much as any bull could, looking every 
inch a champion, with his noble breedy looking head held 
high, his massive chest, deep body with well sprung ribs 
and perfect rump and tail setting, together with a smooth- 
ness and dairy conformation seldom seen in a bull of his 
size and age. It will be interesting, now that “Sir Fobes” 
is out of the way, to see the battles this fall that will 
decide who shall be his successor as All-American aged 
bull. 

Although considerably handicapped as a breeding bull 
by his continuous year after year showing, Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld is beginning to make a name for him- 
self as a dairy sire as well as an unbeaten show champion. 
His first daughter to freshen and be tested at Elmwood was 
Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld Maid, who broke the Illinois 
State Record for senior two-year-olds in the 305-day divi- 
sion with 18,655 lbs. milk containing 629.6. lbs. fat. Next 
came Nockdair Fobes Ormsby Midland, with a senior two- 
year-old record of 710.1 lbs. fat from 22,283.2 lbs. milk. His 
first daughter of their own breeding at Elmwood is Fobes 
Lady Pontiac Alice, who has recently finished as a junior 
two-year-old with 18,825 lbs. milk containing 651.2 lbs. fat, 
also qualifying for the 305-day division and starting strong 
again as a junior three-year-old. 

Followers of the show ring will remember Fobes 
Ormsby Blackberry, who was first prize senior yearling 
and junior champion with the Elmwood show herd at 
Illinois State Fair in 1929. She freshened last February 
as a junior three-year-old, making over 35 lbs. butter in 
seven days from 687.5 lbs. milk. She is running on year 
test and is expected to have close to 900 Ibs. fat. Another 
great prize winning daughter is Faith Pontiac Ormsby 
Hengerveld, first prize four-year-old at Wisconsin State 
Fair last fall and second at Aurora and Eastern States. 
She started test as a four-year-old in the summer of 1930, 
averaging 93 lbs. fat for a month during June, July and 
August, but was taken off test when she went on the show 
circuit. 

Other daughters of this sire are making good in other 
herds. Nockdair Fobes Ormsby Parthenea, owned by Wis- 
consin Industrial School for Boys at Waukesha, started 
last winter as a four-year-old with a 36-lb. butter record 
from 648 lbs. milk and was considered a real candidate for

After Five Years

IVE years ago last April, the Holstein industry was 
F thrilled when a $15,000 price was hung up in a Wis- 
consin auction for the bull, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, 
famous show ring champion. The purchaser was Mr. T. 
B. Macaulay, head of Canada’s biggest life insurance 
company and owner of Mount Victoria Farms at Hudson 
Heights, Quebec. By this bold stroke, Mr. Macaulay took 
a short cut to a national reputation for his Holstein breed- 
ing enterprise. This bull had been twice National Grand 
Champion and three times a winner of All-American 
honors. Since coming to Mount Victoria he has added one 
more All-American designation and two Reserves. 
Perhaps, now after five years, it would be interesting 
to check up and see how well Mr. Macaulay’s $15,000 
investment has paid. In the first place, it should be made 
clear that the selection of this bull was for more than the 
gesture of a novice seeking notoriety through the purchase 
of a famous champion at a high price. Mr. Macaulay is a 
deep student of genetics and the laws of heredity. He 


knew exactly what he was aiming to accomplish and how 
he expected to proceed in reaching his goal. For many 
years, he had been working to develop a variety of corn 
that would produce more grain than the native varieties 
but which would also mature in the comparatively short 
growing season of the region. By intelligent inbreeding 
and rigid selection, he has succeeded in achieving his two- 
fold goal of early maturity and doubled production. Prob- 
ably no other private individual has carried on plant im- 
provement work so intensively and extensively as Mr. 
Macaulay has done over a period of years. His successful 
efforts were written up at length in the American Journal 
of Heredity three years ago. We mention the matter in 
this connection because of the light it throws upon Mr. 
Macaulay’s method of attacking problems. Before he 
settled upon Johanna Rag Apple Pabst as the foundation 
sire for his Holstein herd, a most thorough study had been 
made of the families of the breed and the available proven 
sires.

ciations were subjected to searching study and analysis— 
bound volumes of the World for years back were purchased 
and perused. Johanna Rag Apple Pabst was selected for 
a number of reasons. The ideal sought was satisfactory 
type, heavy production of milk and a 4% test the year 
round. The latter goal seemed to present the most difficul- 
ties, with the average for the breed remaining consistently 
around the 3.4% mark. Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, it was 
found, was siring pleasing individuals; his few daughters 
in milk were running right around the 4% mark in their 
every-day work, and were a beautiful-uddered lot of heifers. 
His dam averaged 4.18% in her year’s test (with over 800 
lbs. fat). His sire’s daughters were high testing phenom- 
enal producers, and the bull himself had a national and 
international reputation through his winnings in the show 
ring. In short, he was the bull Mr. Macaulay wanted, re- 
gardless of price. 

How has he lived up to the expectations of his owner 
in the five years since he came to Mount Victoria Farms? 
It was with that question in mind that I dropped in at 
Mount Victoria Farms recently to see for myself. 

The old bull is now in his eleventh year, but is actually 
breeding better now than in the earlier days when he was 
being kept in high condition for the shows. Last year, he 
suffered a foot injury and saw but little service, but, though 
he is still lame, they now have over twenty cows in calf 
to him. At the present time, there are forty-seven of his 
daughters at Mount Victoria Farms, which sixteen are 
now in milk (or will be by the time this story appears in 
print), and thirty-one are in the calf and yearling stalls. 
From this, it will be seen that the work of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst still lies largely in the future. 


Two daughters of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst bred at 
Mount Victoria have thus far been reported with yearly 
records. Both averaged over 4% for the year. Montvic 
Rag Apple Segis at 2 years, 3 months milked 17,967 Ilbs..

averaged 4.16% and made 747 lbs. fat—one of the highest 
fat records ever made by a junior two-year-old on three- 
time milking. The other, Montvic Bonheur Rag Apple, 
at 2 years, 6 months, milked 13,713 lbs., averaged 4.36% fat 
and made 598 lbs. fat. The two thus averaged 672.5 lbs. 
fat or 840 Ibs. butter, good enough, particularly on three- 
time milking—and don’t overlook the test. 


Eight daughters of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst were on 
test at Mount Victoria on April 1. Joe Chandler listed 
the results of the March official test on these eight heifers. 
Six were milked three times and two twice. The twenty- 
two milkings average over 4% with 3.8% as the lowest 
average for the day for any of the eight. One of these 
two-year-olds, Montvic Rag Apple Star, milked over 90 lbs. 
at freshening in March and is still going over 70 lbs. a 
day—a first calf two-year-old on three-time milking. The 
whole lot promise to maintain an average of 15,000 lbs. 
of better than 4% milk for the year on two and three-time 
milking. There are now thirteen on R. O. P. test, with 
three more soon to start. 

It will be remembered that Johanna Rag Apple was 
developed and sold to Mr. Macaulay by Joseph Piek, Hart- 
ford, Wisconsin. Mr. Piek was a small farmer-breeder who 
was fortunate in the selection of a great sire, buying him 
as a calf, and who had the courage, foresight and gump- 
tion to give him an opportunity to go to the top of the 
ladder in the show ring. The good he did Joe Piek, how- 
ever, was by no means confined to the $15,000 paid by Mr. 
Macaulay. He left a herd of dairy cows. Thirteen of these 
daughters, including one five-year-old, one four-year-old, 
four three-year-olds, five two-year-olds and two yearlings, 
averaged in C. T. A. work under ordinary care 11,238 lbs. 
milk, 435.2 lbs. fat with an average test of 3.88% fat. 
Another daughter, sold by Mr. Piek to the State of Wiscon- 
sin, recently completed a test at the Wisconsin Colony and

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Dairy Breed Activities 


HERE is no sense in refusing to face the facts. Our 
T business is no different from any other in the matter 

of immunity from general economic laws. 

In common with practically every other business enter- 
prise, 1930 witnessed a falling off in activity and profits 
from the good year of 1929—and 1931 is running materially 
behind 1930. There is no reason for fear and anxiety that 
this indicates a progressive collapse either of the general 
business of America or of the pure bred breeding busi- 
ness. The pendulum never swings always in the same 
direction. In any industry as fundamental as ours, re- 
covery after depression is as certain as that day will 
follow night. Dairying is a basic and essential industry. 
Times like these impress every dairyman with the neces- 
sity of more efficient production. Pure breds are recog- 
nized as the foundation stone of improvement. Dairymen 
will not soon forget the lessons they are now learning in 
the bitter school of experience—and when times are better 
and dairymen are in better financial condition, we think 
it not unreasonable to look for a real revival of interest 
in better cattle—pure breds. 

This condition is mentioned here for the bearing it has 
upon Association policies—particularly in the matter of 
extension effort. At the Syracuse convention, it was 
voted to continue the extension program at the present 
level of effectiveness, even though this might mean using 
funds from the Reserve. 

All possible economy should be exercised, of course, 
within the spirit of the Yapp resolution. Every item of 
out-go, not only in the extension service, but in all de- 
partments, should be subjected to the most careful scru- 
tiny, and no activity or operation should be maintained 
unless it can be justified in present or future results. One 
of the most difficult problems is to keep the clerical per- 
sonnel in line with lessened operations on a basis that 
will be fair to employees as well as to the Association. 

In considering these problems, the work and activities 
of the other breed associations are of particular interest. 
Frank Price has made a summary and comparison here 
that carries much food for thought. It appears as a fea- 
ture article in this issue and we commend it to the 
attention of the Holstein public. 


Of special significance is the fact that the Holstein- 
Friesian Association is registering and transferring about 
as many animals as the other three leading dairy breeds 
combined. The comparison of fees for the four breeds is 
of interest. In general, the Holstein rates for registration 
run less than the Ayrshire and Guernsey, and quite similar 
to the Jersey, except that the penalty fee on Jerseys over 
two years of age is materially higher. Ayrshire transfers, 
on the other hand, are lowest, starting at $1 for members 
and $2 for non-members, and doubling after three months, 
thus balancing in a measure their higher fees for registra- 
tion. The Guernsey transfers are a straight $2.50 regard- 
less of when filed, and are the same for non-members. 
The Jersey transfers cost $2 for both members and non- 
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members, $3 if filed over 6 months from date of sale. The 
Holstein transfer fees, starting at $1.50, are lower than 
either the Jersey or Guernsey, and the fees for registry 
and transfer average less than the Ayrshire schedule. The 
Holstein penalty fees for transfers by non-members are 
materially higher than any of the other breeds. Perhaps 
a downward adjustment of this item and in the penalty fee 
for members’ transfers would be an appreciated measure 
of relief that might not result in a serious loss of revenue, 

The fees for Advanced Registry reveal another wide 
difference in policy. The only charge made by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association here is a nominal fee of $2 per 
herd—regardless of the number tested—which entitles the 
herd owner to a copy of the Blue Book, regularly selling 
for $2.00, though costing considerably more than this to 
publish. The Jersey charge is $5 a cow for starting in 
Register of Merit, and $5 a herd for the Herd Test. The 
Guernseys go even higher—$10 a cow for A. R. records, 
$1 a cow for the Herd Test—and they make their Advanced 
Register more than self-supporting. The traditional Hol- 
stein policy has been to make the expense to the breeder 
as low as possible by merely nominal charges for Associa- 
tion supervision, on the theory that official recording of 
production records was the best possible advertising and 
extension effort for the breed. The total expense of the 
department now runs into a large figure ($72,820 last 
year), but is about proportional to the other breeds on a 
per head basis—being about two and a half times as great. 
On account of the large item of expense and the undoubted 
benefits accruing to owners carrying on this work, it is 
worthy of consideration whether some middle ground 
cannot be found whereby owners making use of this 
service will relieve the Association of a part of the 
burden by the payment of some small fee for certificates 
issued. The subject should be very carefully studied be- 
fore any changes in general policy in this very important 
matter are undertaken. Perhaps the standing committee 
on Advanced Registry Rules will have some recommenda- 
tions to make here before they complete their work. 


It is in periods of hard times and depression that the 
foundations are laid for future prosperity. The Holstein 
breeders who win out will be those who take advantage 
of lower prices to adjust their herds upon a plane of 
higher quality—who go forward with their breeding plans 
and development in such a way that they will be in a 
position to meet the demand that is sure to come with 
an improved economic situation. The more careful selec- 
tion that is a natural result of these times is bound to 
be reflected in substantial improvement of the breed later 
on. The great loss comes to those breeders who allow 
themselves to become discouraged—who permit their reg- 
istrations to lapse because of the current small margin 
between good grade and average pure bred prices—who 
drop out of the pure bred picture at just the wrong time 
from the seller’s standpoint. To such Holstein owners, 
we urge more faith, for great as are the current causes of 
discouragement, our industry is as well off as almost any 
other—and better times are certain to come later on. 


Off to the Fairs 


HE big-time show circuit starts in the middle west 
T with the Central States Exposition next week. Bill 

Prescott will be at the ringside to get a first-hand 
impression of this first major conflict of the 1931 season 
for the benefit of World readers. Other circuits, starting 
a little later, will make a continuous performance until 
the climax in October and November. 


We have little advance information as to how the 
Holstein section will shape up this year. After the rec- 
ord-breaking showing of 1930, it would not be at all sur- 
prising to find a little let-down in numbers this year. 


Tio those who are planning to show in 1931, we want to 
urge the importance of surrounding exhibits with the 
proper setting as a most effective means of getting the 
greatest possible benefit from your effort in an advertising 
way. It is to be assumed that the animals have already 
been put in proper condition for showing. Too often the 
appearance of an exhibit is seriously impaired by sloppy 
housekeeping around the exhibit, unkempt attendants and 
make-shift, worn-out or dirty blankets. Proper attention 


to neatness of the caretakers, both in their personal ap- 
pearance and around the exhibit, and neat, clean uniform 
blankets that fit the animals make a lasting impression 


























of the right sort on fair visitors that will pay 
dividends at a slight additional expense. 

Good animals properly conditioned are, of course, a 
fundamental requirement for a successful show season, 
but the other items mentioned may determine whether 
or not your show ring venture is worth the cost and effort 
you are putting into it.

Milk Production Trends 


HE monthly report from the Bureau of Agricultural 
T Economics concerning the dairy production situation 
on July 1, shows that milk production per cow has 
dropped sharply during the preceding month. These fig- 
ures come from about twenty thousand crop correspond- 
ents located throughout the entire country, and show an 
average milk production on July 1, of 4.8% lower than on 
the same date last year. All groups of states reported 
lower production per cow than on any July 1 since 1925 
or 1926. With somewhere around 3% more milk cows on 
farms, total production on July 1 was perhaps 2'% less 
than on the same date last year. The number of milk cows 
appears to have been increasing at about the same rate 
as last year, as heifers come into production and the 
upward trend in cow slaughter did not continue through 
May, and there was probably little increase in slaughter 
during June. The report states, however, that a change 
seems to be approaching, and indications are that cows 
slaughtered during the next six months will be 15 or 20% 
heavier than in the same period of last year. Pasture 
conditions throughout the counutry average lower than 
in many years on account of the dry weather, and this is 
probably the largest factor in the lowered production 
per cow, although there is some indication of less in- 
tensive feeding on account of the low prices of milk and 
a larger number of calves being allowed to run with cows, 
particularly in the dual purpose herds. The number of 
milk cows on farms is not expected to show much further 
increase. However, the report states that rather heavier 
grain feeding is to be expected after the new crops are 
available or declines in wholesale prices of feedstuffs 
have been reflected in the retail prices which farmers pay 
for feed. In the South, the number of calves being raised 
for milk cows has apparently increased over last year, 
but in all other sections of the country has been reduced. 
The production of creamery butter during May, of 
174.8 million pounds, was 3.7% less than for May 1930, this 
being the first month since 1930 that butter production 
dropped below the corresponding month of the preceding 
year. Storage holdings for butter on July 1 were 16% 
less than a year ago and about the same as the five-year 
average. The total cheese production during May was 
estimated to be 16% less than a year ago, while total pro- 
duction for the first five months of 1931 was estimated to 
be about 9% less than in 1930. Cold storage holdings of 
cheese on July 1 were 20% less than on July 1, 1930. 
Reports on oleomargarine manufacture show 14.1 millions 
pounds produced in May 1931, a reduction of 40% from 
May 1930. The report concludes with the statement that 
the dairy market situation has improved materially from 
the production side, and prices should stiffen as soon as 
business conditions permit the consuming public to in- 
crease their expenditures for food.

Next to him stands Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Segis who was first milking three-year- 
old at Ormstown. At her first freshening at the age of 
2 years, 3 months, she made the exceptional record of 
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17,967 lbs. milk, 747 lbs. fat, showing an average test of 
4.16% for the year. At the right is Montvic Rag Apple 
Colantha who was first prize milking two-year-old at 
Ormstown. She is now going strong on year test and 
showing a 4% average as might be expected from her 
breeding, all of the daughters of Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst at Mount Victoria Farms averaging at or above 
this figure. Her dam, Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, was 
All-American Aged Cow in 1927, and has a yearly record 
of 1,061 lbs. fat, her average test for the year being 4.11%. 
It should be a source of great satisfaction to Mr. Macaulay 
to bring out a get of sire of this quality to win such high 
honors in a show as strong as Ormstown has developed 
to be, and all of his own breeding.

Col. A. H. Fair, owner of Hemlock 
Park Farms, Kingston, Ontario, re- 
ports that his herd of two hundred 
has recently passed another clean test 
for tuberculosis and is thus safely on 
the accredited list for another year, a 
situation that is always a relief, par- 
ticularly in a herd of this size. 

F. F. Showers, Madera, California, 
writes: “I have just purchased 
another ranch to take care of my in- 
creasing Holstein herd. I can hear 
you say the nerve of that old man to 
think of expanding these times. These 
are the times to expand here in Cali- 
fornia, as you can buy at your own 
figure. This is the best year I have 
had in ten years here in this state. 
I am retailing my own product at nine 
cents a quart and pints at six cents 
and you should see how consumption 
has increased. Last Saturday and 
Sunday, being nice and warm—only 
118 in the shade I conceived the idea 
of selling milk shakes for five cents 
a piece, and they laughed at me, of 
course. We sold 2,000 glasses—not so 
bad for a small town. I have one 
Guernsey competitor and one Jersey 
competitor, and they keep asking my 
banker when I am going broke in this 
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milk game. Alfalfa hay at $9 a ton 
and barley at $16 a ton are suggestive 
of increased production per cow and 
better returns”. 

Crandall Farms, Andover, New 
York, report the sale of fifteen 
choicely bred two-year-old heifers to 
Burdick and Riebennacht, of Port 
Leyden, New York, as a foundation 
herd of pure bred Holsteins.

CANADIAN ASSOCIATION 
BUSINESS 

Figures covering the business of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Can- 
ada, with head offices at Brantford, 
Ont., for the first seven months of the 
year, ended July 31st, compiled and 
just made public, indicate that this 
big live stock organization is main- 
taining its strong position, which all 
through the present depression has 
been a source of satisfaction and en- 
couragement to the breeders. In the 
matter of registrations, the total of 
15,104 to the first of August, show a 
loss of only 44 compared with the fig- 
ures for the same period in 1930. 
Transfers, which serve as a guide in 
summarizing information relative to 
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the movement of cattle, both in the 
home field and foreign markets, were 
issued to the number of 10,700 be- 
tween January Ist and August Ist, a 
remarkably good showing in the face 
of conditions prevailing throughout 
many parts of Western Canada, where 
the drought has been most severe for 
many months, and therefore, not con- 
ducive to any expansion in dairying. 
In connection with transfers, the Ex- 
tension Department of the Associa- 
tion points out that it has been ex- 
periencing a splendid foreign demand 
lately for Holstein cattle. Already 
this year, the exports made to four 
different countries have totalled 1,878 
head, an average of approximately two 
carloads a week since the first of Jan- 
uary. 

Regarding membership and receipts, 
there has been no falling off worth 
mentioning, which may be accepted as 
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a most favorable position for any busi- 
ness concern to be in at this time. 


Lilenroc Jemima Ormsby Sue, a 
three-year-old Holstein heifer, bred 
and owned by Houck Bros., Chippawa, 
Ont., has just finished a 365-day rec- 
ord in the R. O. P. with a production 
totalling 23,779 lbs. milk containing 
804 lbs. fat, giving her an average 
test of 3.38% fat.

That honor for this year went 
to a team from Maryland by virtue of 
winning the National contest in St. 
Louis last October, in which teams 
from twenty-six states competed. 

Those making up the team are Wil- 
liam Chilcoat and James Johnston, of 
Baltimore county, and Charles Clark, 
of Hartford county, Maryland. Henry 
M. Carroll, county agent of Hartford 
county, and Howard C. Barker, spec- 
ialists in dairying for the University 
of Maryland Extension Service, 
coached the boys and accompanied 
them abroad. <A photograph of the 
Maryland boys appeared on the Junior 
Page in our last issue, July 18. 

Teams from the United States have 
won first place in six out of ten of 
the international contests since the 
competition began. This is the fourth 
time that a Maryland team has repre- 
sented this country and the third time 
a team from that state has won. Other 
states which have represented the 
United States are, Illinois, 1924; Iowa, 
1925 and 1927; Nebraska, 1928; Okla- 
homa, 1929 and 1930. 

In winning the contest this year, 
the Maryland team scored 1,917 points 
out of a possible 2,160. The team from 
Northern Ireland had 1,812 points, and 
the team from England had 1,779 
points. In addition to winning highest 
award as a team, William Chilcoat 
made highest individual score for all 
tontestants, Charles Clark was _ sec- 
ond, and James Johnston was sixth.

Lawrence O’Connor took fourth in this 
class, and Inez Stenseth, Cass, fifth.

Lawrence O’Connor won second prize, 
with Lawrence Meyers, of Cass, a Hol- 
stein exhibitor, taking third.

Club Congress held) at Cornell on 
June 30-31, July 1-2, and has been 
chosen as a delegate from the county 
to the New York State Fair, and from 
the State to the Eastern States Ex- 
position at Springfield, Mass. 

“This year a member won second in 
judging dairy cattle and tenth in the 
milking contest held in connection 
with the 4-H Congress at Cornell. Last 
year, our members won first and 
fourth in dairy cattle judging and 
second in sheep and third in swine 
judging. Our members also teamed 





and won first, second and fourth jn 
4-H club demonstration teams at the 
Gouverneur fair and had the first and 
second high judges of dairy cattle ag 
well.

1,899 IN DAIRY CALF CLUBS 


A total of 1,899 Iowa boys and girls 
in 83 counties are enrolled in 4-H dairy 
ealf clubs this year, according to 
Ernest M. Wright, field secretary of 
the Iowa State Dairy Association and 
state dairy club leader. The club 
work is conducted in cooperation with 
the Extension Service at Iowa State 
College. 

This membership is 64 less than the 
record enrollment of 1,963 members 
last year. This year, however, the 
club members own 1,467 pure bred 
heifers and 1,197 grades as compared 
to 1,350 pure breds and 1,158 grades 
a year ago, says Mr. Wright. This 
is an increase of 153 heifers, 177 of 
which are pure breds. There are less 
new calves this year but more boys 
are completing the 3-year project. 

Blackhawk County leads the list 
with 85 members and has the largest 
yearling club in the state. Tama 
County with 43 members has the 
largest pure bred club as well as the 
largest 2-year-old club in the _ state. 
Other counties with large enrollments 
include Story with 57 members, 
Franklin with 55, Allamakee with 58, 
Webster with 45, Fayette with 39 
members, and Benton, Bremer, Clay- 
ton, Delaware, Des Moines, Johnson, 
Lyon, Linn, Osceola, Scott and Wright 
counties with more than 30 members.

Another daughter, Ollie Korndyke Inka Jo- 
hanna, has completed a semi-official Class B yearly record 
of 503.9 lbs. fat as a 3-year-old, averaging 4.1% fat. Of the 
eighteen daughters of this bull reported with 7-day official 
records all except four two-year-olds have passed the 20-lb. 
butter mark. The whole list of 7-day records average over 
4% fat. 

From these figures it seems safe to say that Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst is fulfilling the requirement of high test 
throughout his entire list of offspring, and is thus a reliable 
foundation for the in-breeding program Mr. Macaulay has 
mapped out as the means of perpetuating and intensifying 
this desirable character. 

But what of the other essentials set up as the ideal for 
Mount Victoria’s efforts? Strong type—with particular 
emphasis on udders—was Mr. Macaulay’s specification. We 
have mentioned one of the older daughters in the Wis- 
consin State Institutions show herd. Her udder was her 
outstanding characteristic. At the National last year per- 
haps the finest udder in the ring was to be found on a 
daughter of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst shown by Pevely 
Dairy Company. This daughter placed eighth in one of the 
greatest rings of aged cows ever brought forward in any 
show. Well, how about these younger daughters at Mount 
Victoria? The oldest daughter of “Old Rag Apple” on the 
farm is Piek Spring Pabst Countess Johanna. Before pur- 
chasing the old bull, Joe Chandler made a trip to Wisconsin 
to look over his offspring. At that time he told Mr. Piek 
that if he would breed certain of the older daughters back 
to their sire, Mount Victoria would buy the in-bred daugh- 
ters resulting. So it happened that Piek Spring Pabst 
Countess Johanna was born at Joe Piek’s, having been 
bred to order, but has spent all but the first mionth of her 
life at Mount Victoria. In her first lactation, at 2 years, 
112 days, she made 12,221 lbs. milk and 478 lbs. fat with 
an average test of 3.91%. Coming out at the recent Orms- 
town Show as a four-year-old just ready to freshen, she 
was the sensation of the show, taking grand championship 
over the five-times All-American, Triune Papoose Piebe. 
The accompanying pictures give some idea of the udder 
that made possible this show ring victory. It certainly 
doesn’t leave much room for criticism. 

At the same show another daughter, Montvic Rag Apple 
Segis, was first prize milking three-year-old. This is the 
heifer that made 747 lbs. of fat as a junior two-year-old. 
We also show a picture of her udder, so no further 
comment is required there. Another daughter, Montvic 
Rag Apple Colantha, was first prize milking two-year-old. 
And these are by no means exceptions. You can go right 
through the whole milking herd at Mount Victoria, and 
while it is a real quality line-up throughout, you can just 
about pick out the daughters of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst 
by their superior udders. Some of them, if you were going 
to make them to order, would be smoothed up just a bit 
in the tail setting; in a few cases you would want to raise 
the pin-bones a bit—but you would make very few changes 
in the udders; you would add nothing to the size and 
strength and character. In short you would leave the 
dairy-cow essentials about as you find them and _ such 
changes as you would make would be decidedly minor in 
importance. And that is my impression of the way Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst has fitted into the first step of the 
carefully planned breeding program of Mr. T. B. Macaulay. 
We submit the records quoted earlier in this sketch and 
the accompanying photographs as exhibits A and B. 

A. son of “Old Rag Apple’, Montvic Rag Apple Baron, 
has been retained as one of the important links in the 
future program. His dam, Baroness Sylvia Pontiac, is one 
of the Mount Victoria foundation cows—a real dairy cow. 
She has a record of 22,423 lbs. milk, 902 lbs. fat (1,127.5 lbs. 
butter) with a 4.02% test. Her sire, King Segis Alcartra 
Joseph, is a brother of the twice All-American, Alcartra 
Colantha Ormsby. “Baron”, now three years old, is a 
very worthy son of his sire. At Ormstown, showing in the 
aged class, he placed third under two former All-Ameri- 
cans. The youngsters by Baron, out of daughters of Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst, are a highly promising lot—and 
the bulls of this cross are finding a place in some of 
Canada’s good herds. 
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Three years ago this summer Mr. Macaulay made 
another noteworthy investment in the purchase of Triune 
Papoose Piebe for $11,100 at the National Ormsby Sale. 
At that time she was nearly three years old (showing as 
a two-year-old), had won All-American honors as a calf 
and yearling (later adding similar honors in 2, 3, ang 
4-year-old form); had completed a 304-day record in year. 
ling form of 560 lbs. fat with a 4.2% test, and was backed 
by an average of 1,015.1 lbs. fat, 25,802.6 lbs. milk and a 
3.92% average test for her six nearest dams. She was the 
made-to-order dam of a son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst 
for the future leading sire at Mount Victoria. Heavy in 
calf at time of purchase, she freshened prematurely shortly 
after the long shipment from Iowa to Minnesota to Mont- 
real—a pair of twins neither of which could be saved. She 
was promptly rebred to the old bull—and a beautiful heifer 
resulted. Record-making was subordinated to the one 
project of getting that son of the desired mating while 
“Old Rag Apple” was still on the job, and she was re-bred 
again as quickly as possible. On March 28 last, Papoose 
obliged with a son from this service, and a twin daughter 
too, for good measure. This young son, although still only 
a baby of course, is described as measuring fully up to 
the expectations from such a royal mating. 

The further development of this constructive breeding 
program will be watched with keenest interest by the 
Holstein fraternity.

tude on the part of all the dairy breeds toward the prob- 
lems that depression has brought about. Funds that have 
been built up for just such purpose have been liberally 
used to carry on all activities of these organizations dur- 
ing the depression despite a greatly lessened income. It 
is quite probable that the situation with respect to pure 
bred cattle and the attitude of the dairy public toward them 
might have been considerably worse had these breeds not 
had the courage of their convictions and continued pro- 
motional activities during the depression. And it must 
also be observed that they are still in a strong financial 
position—all of them—able to withstand still further pe- 
riods of lessened activity if necessary. It is a tribute to 
the financial management of each that they have been 
able and foresighted enough during periods of prosperity 
to build a reservoir of resources that can be tapped in 

these times of financial drought.

1,000 lbs. fat, but for an injury to her udder which com- 
pelled her to be taken off test. Another, Fobes Delaphene 
Colantha, owned by Mrs. Julia Comstock, Kankakee, IIL, 
iz making a great C. T. A. record as a two-year-old, milking 
over 70 lbs. a day with test from 3.7 to 3.8%, some seven 
or eight months after calving. A yearling daughter, Fobes 
Goldenrod Dell, was one of the headliners in a recent ship- 
ment from Elmwood to Hon. George Seymour, Kingston, 
Jamaica. 

We have left for the last what is considered by her 
owners as the greatest daughter of “Sir Fobes”. She is 
Queen Bessie Fobes Ormsby, whose dam is none other 
than “Queen Bessie”, the pride of the Elmwood herd. This 
daughter has just dropped her second calf still in two-year- 
old form, and is expected to rival her famous dam, who will 
be remembered as breaking the World’s Record as a senior 
two-year-old. “Little Bessie”, as she is known at the farm, 
first freshened at the age of only two years, nineteen days, 
made a 305-day record of over 560 lbs. fat and freshened 
again within eleven months of her previous freshening. 
She is now reported to be milking over 80 lbs. a day with 
four per cent test. Her full brother, Sir Bessie Ormsby 
Fobes, is being retained as the Elmwood junior sire. 

Other outstanding sons of Sir Fobes Ormsby Henger- 
veld include Sir Fobes Ormsby Hazelwood, out of the 


former Reserve All-American, Hazelwood Johanna 
Skylark (824 lbs. fat), who was out with the Elm- 


wood show herd last fall, usually standing second to the 
All-American son of “King Bessie’, although at the Na- 
tional he was crowded down to third place. He is now 
owned in partnership with Everett Martin & Son, Mukwon- 
ago, Wis., pioneer breeders of that state, but will be out 
with the Elmwood show herd again in 1931. Another that 
was a successful show bull last fall is Forum’ Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld, owned by C. C. Mason & Son, Driftwood, Okla.

the affair by the Manitowoc Herald-News, which got out a 
special twenty-page edition containing three full pages of 
Holstein and dairy advertising, with an eight-column head 
front page story on the picnic, the address of Dean Chris- 
tensen in full, and many special articles on the Holstein 
industry in Wisconsin, notes on leading Holstein breeders 
of the county and state and at least sixteen pictures of 
Wisconsin Holsteins and Wisconsin breeders. A copy 
of the paper was given to each guest who registered at 
the picnic. 

The program started at 8:30 with a sight-seeing trip 
through the beautifully decorated streets of Manitowoc. 
This was followed by the judging contest under the direc- 
tion of Art Collentine. The winning Waukesha County 
team consisted of V. B. Vye, W. L. Baird and A. C. Ooster- 
huis, each member of the team being awarded a bull staff. 
High honors for individuals were won by Charles Conop 
of Cato, in first place, and V. B. Vye in second place. Mr. 
Conop was awarded an electric clipping machine. 

After a basket lunch, the speaking program started 
with an address of welcome by President Tills of the local 
association, with response by President Kinyon of the 
State Association, who then with appropriate remarks, pre- 
sented the awards of honor to the three breeders, Messrs. 
Heil, Lorfield and Krahenbuhl, each of whom received a 
cane from the State Association, in accordance with the 
annual custom adopted several years ago. Director 
Riordan and Secretary Button also spoke. 


The address of Dean Christensen was the feature of 
the day. Opening his remarks by paying a tribute to the 
production of Wisconsin Holsteins as shown by Herd Im- 
provement records, he then turned to the question of 
marketing, stating that the value of the Holstein cow 
depended largely upon the market for her product.

MICHIGAN PICNIC AT ARBU 


One of the features of the annual Michigan State Hol- 
stein picnic is the 4-H Club judging contest held each year 
in connection with this event. At Arbu Farms, Thursday, 
August 6th, eighty-one youngsters from twenty-two clubs 
representing ten different counties competed in this event 
which was under the charge of Nevels Pearson, associate 
state club leader and in direct charge of live stock clubs. 

The contest was won for the second year in succession 
by a club from Tuscola County. This was the Fair 
Grove 4-H Club. Second prize went to the Sebawaying 
Club of Huron County, third to Yale Club of St. Clair 
County, fourth to Burton Club of Eaton County and fifth 
to the Salem Club of Washtenaw County. 

The prize was a bull calf donated by Arbu Farms. 
The prize was awarded on the basis of the number in 
attendance at the meeting from the club in proportion 
to its membership and the scores of the three highest 
youngsters judging. It is a great drawing card for the 
field day and one of the program’s most interesting events 
each year. 


A judging contest for adults resulted in ten men get- 
ting the placings in agreement with James G. Hays who 
acted as referee for this contest. The ten names were 
placed in a hat and five were drawn to receive prizes. 
First prize went to C. R. Gofton, second to B. C. Smith, 
third to M. D. Lynch, fourth to S. H. Lauderette and fifth 
to A. H. Pernie. Prites were donated by the Purina Mills 
through the courtesy of Ray Roland, Detroit area repre- 
sentative, and Mr. Roland personally presented them. 
They consisted of a 30-lb. milk scale, a record keeping 
device, Purina pocket knife and two Purina feeding 


measures. - 
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The afternoon program, which was attended by ap- 
proximately 500 people, was inaugurated by Secretary 
Jimmy Hays who acted as chairman of the meeting. 

The visitors were welcomed to Arbu Farms by G. M. 
Pratt representing Mr. Arthur H. Buhl, the owner. The 
response was made by J. E. McWilliams of Detroit Cream- 
ery Farms, president of the state association. 

Mr. Hays then introduced Checkerboard Sam, enter. 
tainment representative of the Purina Mills, who gave some 
very well received selections including a description of 
sunrise at Arbu Farms which introduced a number of 
~nimal imitations that were enjoyed by young and old. 

Frank Price, business manager of the World, gave the 
only serious talk of the afternoon. Mr. Price traced the 
development of Holstein organization and stressed some 
of the needs of the industry at present. He particularly 
emphasized the need of testing for production to estab- 
lish a more useful knowledge of the production ability of 
the animals in every breeder’s herd so that the pure bred 
might fulfill her mission of raising the levels of production 
for the dairy world. 

Prof. E. L. Anthony, head of the dairy industry de- 
partment of the Michigan State College of East Lansing, 
who has just returned from Denmark where he acted ag 
a representative at the International Dairy Congress, was 
introduced. 

The afternoon program concluded with a parade of 
notable bovines at Arbu, including the herd sires and some 
of the outstanding females. These representatives in- 
cluded North Star King Mabel Kaye, senior herd sire, and 
his son out of the grand champion daughter of Pride of 
Sir Piets that has featured the Arbu show herd for three 
years past, having been grand champion at Ohio and 
Michigan in 1929. Mountain Ash Colantha Ormsby was 
also shown, together with her sister, also an excellent 
show animal. Mountain Ash is in wonderful shape again 
this year and looking fully capable of continuing an argu- 
ment in four-year-old form with those against whom she 
contended so stoutly for the past two years. She has a 
two-year-old daughter by North Star King Mabel Kaye that 
carries on the tradition of type that the mother has es- 
tablished, and a son by Kishie Ormsby Mercedes Lad, 
famous show sire at Arbu. Arbu plans a reasonably ex- 
tended show circuit this fall with a dozen animals that 
look at this writing fully capable of giving a very satis- 
factory account of themselves. The herd at Arbu is one 
ot the finest, numbers considered, in the state of Michigan, 
if not in the entire country. Under the general super- 
intendency of G. M. Pratt, with Wilbur Priddy in direct 
charge, some very excellent records have been estab- 
lished and the herd, which is classified, has always made 
an excellent showing on the circuit. 

The field day was greatly enjoyed, despite the extremely 
warm weather, amid the beautiful surroundings at Arbu 
Farms. Every provision for the comfort of the guests 
was made and every section of the southern part of Michi- 
gan was well represented in the audience.

SHEFFIELD MILK PRICES FOR 
JULY 

The net cash price to be paid the 
members of the Sheffield Producers 
Cooperative Association, Inc., for the 
milk sold by them in the month of 
July, 1931, is $1.541%4 per hundred 
pounds for THREE PER CENT 
GRADE B milk in the 201-210 mile 
zone with the usual freight, grade and 
butterfat differentials. This is 
equivalent to $1.74% per hundred 
pounds for milk sold on a 3.5% butter- 
fat basis. This is an increase of 11% 
cents per hundred pounds over our 
June price. 

Our production for July, 1931, ex- 
ceeded our production for any previous 
July in the 9 years we have been 
organized. 

The increase in the blended net 
cash price is caused by the smaller 
precentage of milk in Class 4 and the 
larger percentage in Classes 1 and 
2. The reducing of the Class 2 or 
cream price caused greatly increased 
sales of cream, and the milk for this 
additional cream was all taken from 
milk that otherwise would have gone 
into Class 4 at a much smaller price. 

While this increase is decidedly en- 
couraging, the situation is also made 
better for dairvmen by the low price 
ot teed and the smaller costs of pro- 
duction. Prices, however, are bound 
to rule low until there is a general 
bettering of business conditions and 
less unemployment.

No. 1 C. T. A. CHECKUP 

Twenty-five years ago dairymen in 
Newaygo county planned what has 
been recognized as the first cow test- 
ing association in the U. S. Recently, 
dairymen in the same area at Fre- 
mont, assembled to note the progress 
in the type of animals and the produc- 
tion records made by Newaygo county 
dairy cattle. 

Reviewing the early history of the 
first Newaygo county testing associa- 
tion, A. C. Baltzer of the Dairy De- 
partment, Michigan State College, 
showed that more than 90 per cent of 
the animals were of mixed breeding. 
Also, the first year’s records showed a 
production average of 215 pounds but- 
terfat and 5,336 pounds milk. Seven 
of the 31 herds tested in 1905-1906 pro- 
duced between 250 and 270 pounds but- 
terfat each. The high herd averaged 
270 pounds fat for the year. Ten of 
the 31 herds tested during that year 
averaged less than 200 pounds butter- 
fat. 

One of the herds producing less 
than 200 pounds butterfat owned by 
Stroven Brothers in 1905, appears to- 
day under the name of Harry Stroven. 
The complexion of the herd has 
changed measurably from that of a 
mixed and grade A Shorthorn as it is 
listed in the original records, to that 
of a pure bred and grade Guernsey 
herd. Harry Stroven was among those 
Newaygo county dairymen who re- 
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ceived a diploma from the National

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PASTURE SCENE AT FEMCO FARMS 


Rambling Around at Femco 


By V. B. VYE 


Readers of the World have been 
watching with true interest the prog- 
ress that Femco Farms of Brecken- 
ridge, Minnesota, have been making 
the past few years. Probably no other 
breeding establishment has_ ever 
gained favor with the Holstein breed- 
ers in so short a time as has this mid- 
western institution. F. E. Murphy, 
owner of Femco, and who is also pub- 
lisher of the Minneapolis Tribune, has 
probably done more in recent years to 
further the interests of the Holstein 
cow in the section in which he is lo- 
cated than any other one man. 

Recently it was my good fortune to 
“ramble around’ at Femco, accom- 
panied by “Bob” Melin. It was my 
first visit to the herd, and I of course 
was very much interested in the whole 
proposition. Beautifully situated in the 
Red River valley section of Minne- 
sota, Femco Farms today consists of 
some 8,000 acres. The day that I was 
at Femco the cow and bull population 
numbered 261, quite a good sized herd, 
and in addition to numbers, a quality 
group as well. 

There are in the herd today 26 
daughters of Pride of Sir Piets, and to 
my way of thinking just about as nice

a lot of daughters of any one bull 
that I ever saw in one herd. Lady 
Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje, 966-lb. fat 
daughter of Pride of Sir Piets, was 
just getting started on test again, 
milking 110 lbs. the day before I ar- 
rived. She had recently made 9.6 lbs. 
fat in two days, and barring accident 
should crowd the 1,000-lb. fat mark 
this year. Lady Johanna Pride Mer- 
cedes, another daughter of the Pride 
bull, certainly ought to make over 950 
lbs. fat, as she is still milking better 
than 75 lbs. per day in her eighth 
month and holding up well in test. 
Cecelia K. Pride, another daughter of 
Pride of Sir Piets, will undoubtedly 
add another 800-lb. fat daughter of 
his list when she finishes. At the 
present time 32 cows are in the test 
string and being milked four times 
daily. 

May Pietertje Homestead Ormsby, 
who it will be remembered was All- 
American two-year-old in 1924, is again 
on test and starting out stronger than 
she did last year when she made 785 
lbs. fat. This daughter of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th and May Walk- 
er Ollie Homestead, 1,218-lb. former 
U.S. fat Champion, should add another 


(37) 13821 
800-lb. fat daughter of “37th’s” 
list if she has no accidents. There are 


today five daughters of “37th” in the 
herd, and real breeding matrons every 
one of them. Femco suffered a real 
loss through the death recently of 
Burbank Minita Pietertje, 979-lb. fat 
daughter of “37th”. 

To my 


mind, the finest  indi- 
vidual in the Femo herd today is 
Femo Minnesota Pride, a daughter 


of my old favorite and former World’s 
Champion, Wisconsin Pride 2d. Femco 
Minnesota Pride is sired by DeCream- 
Co Calamity Posch. What a pedigree, 
I thought! I certainly was glad to re- 
new acquaintance with Wisconsin 
Pride 2d, now over 14 years of age; 
and her breeding days over, she is still 
a valued member of the herd and ac- 
corded the privilege of a box stall, 
which she rightly deserves. 


Manager F. A. Ludolph informed us 
that there were 24 daughters of Gov- 
ernor Fobes Ormsby Aaggie as well 
as 7 sons of this sire in the herd. 
The unfortunate demise of this bull 
about a year ago forced Femco to 
change their breeding plans some- 
what. Count Veeman Segis Piebe 19th, 
also a son of Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 34d, 
was secured on lease, and six calves 
by this sire have arrived already. In 
the calf barn are two heifer calves 
who have for their granddams none 
other than May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead and Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 34d, 
the two highest fat producers ever 
developed in the United States. Femco 
May Walker Ormsby, the oldest of the 
two heifer calves, is sired by Governor 
Fobes Ormsby Aaggie and is out of 
Femco May Walker Inka Segis, a full 
sister to the noted All-American, Sir 
Inka May. The younger calf, who has 
been named Femco May Walker Segis, 
is also by Governor Fobes Ormsby 
Aaggie, and is out of May Pietertje 
Homestead Ormsby, daughter of “37th” 
and May Walker Ollie Homestead, 
whom I mentioned before. Royally 
bred youngsters if there ever were 
any, these two imperial heifers should 
make history some day that will add 
to the fame of their near relatives. 

Femco has in the past been criti- 
cized by some for their purchases at 
public and dispersal sales of high rec- 
ord cows whose usefulness was 
thought to have been over. Needless to 
say the tables have been reversed. In 
the herd today Grahamholm Colantha

This daugh- 
ter of Mamsell Johanna is sired by 
Pabst Creator Goldenrod, who is the 
sire of Elmwood’s King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje. 

Herdsman Mead showed me an un- 
usually attractive yearling that was to 
be shipped to the Union County Bull 
Association, Lewisburg, Pennsylvania, 
a son of Governor Fobes Ormsby Aag- 
gie out of Westmoreland Colantha 2d, 
an 819-lb. fat granddaughter of King 
Pontiac Champion.

stock each summer was declared in 
the establishment this week of the 


Rex Research Foundation by F. O. 
Moburg, of Toledo, Ohio, who for six- 
teen years has maintained a fellow- 
ship on the subject in the Mellon 
Institute. 

The big drop in milk production 
alone caused by tormenting and blood- 
sucking flies and mosquitoes runs as 
high as 10 per cent in some sections, 
according to dairy authorities. And 
the experiences of prominent farm 
operators show that much of the poor 
gains made by beef cattle and hogs at 
this season are the result of the con- 
stant fight these animals are required 
to make in warding off these pests. 
Horses lose much of their usefulness 
in summer because these parasities 
sap their strength and keep them 
miserable. Weakened by these insect 
attacks, live stock readily succumb to 
disease. Disease germs carried from 
filth by flies and left in milk and on 
food are among the principal causes 
of typhoid fever, “summer complaint”, 


and other serious intestinal ailments 
of humans. 
In its research and educational ac- 


tivities the Foundation will cooperate 
with local agricultural extension 
forces, farm groups, and others in de- 
termining new and better means for 
destroying insects preying on man 
and animals. To assist in carrying 
out this work a fully-equipped labora- 
tory will be maintained in Toledo, 
where the life habits and effective 
means for exterminating insects will 
be studied. Headquarters will be in 
Chicago, with Dr. O. F. Hedenburg, 
Fellow of the Mellon Institute, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., in charge.

How successful has been the Ameri.

butter markets against the Possible 
unfair substitution of similar appear. 
ing products of lesser quality, is shown 
by an analysis of the state laws pro- 
hibiting or governing the sale of oleo- 
margarine that are now on the Statute 
books, and for a large part of which 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, through the work of the Ex. 
tension Service, is directly respon. 
sible. 

Twenty-four states now have laws 
prohibiting the sale of “yellow” oleo. 
margarine. Most of these prohibitions 
are absolute, although the law in at 
least one state is possibly defective, 
Previously detective statutes were cor. 
rected during the past year in Cali. 
fornia, New York and Ohio, and per. 
haps some other states. In other 
states, existing prohibitory — statutes 
have been brought to the attetntion of 
the authorities in order to require ep- 
forcement. 

Kighteen states now have laws for 
the licensing of oleomargarine dealers, 
although in at least four of them this 
license is merely nominal and should 
have little effect on the sale of oleo- 
margine. 

Twelve now have sales tax 
laws. Utah is the only one having a 
sales tax prior to 1931. In Colorado,

This bull 
proved to be a_ prepotent sire. He 
now has eight or nine daughters in 
the herd, and a large percentage of the 
herd is made up of his granddaugh- 
ters. His son, Saucona Creator Beauty 
Walker 499843, succeeded him as 
senior sire. 

An important foundation cow of the 
herd was Beauty Walker Zillah 289799, 
known to her owners as “Old 73.” She 
was a daughter of Beauty Walker 
Pietertje Prince 2d and has a seven- 
day record of 27.22 lbs. butter from 
627.8 lbs. milk. Several of her daugh- 
ters also became foundation cows in 
the herd, one of them in particular, 
Beauty Walker Zillah 4th 483382, 
known as “Old 74”, being one of the 
outstanding older cows in the herd 
today. She has a seven-day record of 
26.63 lbs. butter and was a prize win- 
ner at Trenton last fall. “Old 73” 
was mated with the Creator bull to 


produce the present herd sire men- 
tioned above, and in turn was mated 
with his maternal sister, “Old 74”, 
to produce Saucona Creator Zillah, 
first prize junior yearling at Trenton 
and Harrisburg and an outstanding 
prospect for the two-year-old class 
this coming season. 

I first met the manager, G. R. Boger, 
at the Harrisburg show last winter 
and made an appointment with him 
for a visit to the place—an appoint- 
ment which I was unable to keep 
until this summer. I found Mr. Boger 
very busy superintending the erection 
of a new dairy house to replace the 
one that had just been destroyed by 
fire. The new building promises to be 
one of the most complete and modern 
structures of the kind that can be 
found anywhere. He introduced me 
to the herdsman, R. H. Petersen, who 
showed me over the establishment. 

When we consider that this herd is 
almost entirely home bred and for the 
most part built up during the ten

years that Mr. Boger has_ been in 
charge, one cannot fail to be im- 
pressed with the results obtained, not 
so much on account of the outstand- 


ing individuals, which can be 
found here and there throughout 
the herd, as for the uniformity 
of excellence of the whole, 
particularly the daughters of the 
senior sire, the oldest of which are 


just coming to milk. The first daugh- 
ter of this bull to freshen has 188.55 
Ibs. fat from 5,346.1 Ibs. milk in her 
first 202 days as a junior two-year-old. 
Her average test thus far is 3.07%. 
She is one of a good string of test 
cows which Mr. Petersen started on 
Class B test this spring and to which 
he hopes to add a Class B string a 
little later. A number of creditable 
records appear to be in progress. 

At the time of my visit, there 
were in the herd no _ less’ than 
48 daughters of Saucona 
Creator Beauty Walker, which are 
‘being mated with the junior sire, 
Island Bishop Pluto, a_ two-year-old 
from the herd of J. Walter Jones, of 
Prince Edward Island. He is a son 
of the famed Abegweit Pluto, out of

class at the Canadian National last 
fall. She is out of a good record 


daughter of Dutchland Colantha Sir 
Abbekerk and is sired by Paragon 
Pat, that coming son of Dean Abbe- 
kerk Pontiac (four records averaging 
over 800 lbs. fat) by the same sire 
as Sally Francy. The first calves by 
this Pluto bull are just arriving and 
show promise of maintaining the high 
standard of type set by their dams at 
Weyhill. 

Of course my first interest was in 
the Holstein herd, but I also took a 
great deal of pleasure in inspecting 
the new milking barn shown in the 
accompanying picture. Built on a 
framework of huge steel I-beams, the 
building is constructed of reinforced 
concrete blocks covered with white 
stucco, which with the slate roof, con- 
crete floors, tile partitions, etc., makes 
it practically fireproof. I will not 
attempt to tell you how many tons of 
hay and straw can be accommodated 
in the spacious mows, which are so 
constructed that loaded trucks can be 
driven to any part of the upper floor.

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square compartments with tile pay. 
titions between—four on each side 
of a broad raised runway which rung 
from end to end of the barn for the 


accommodation of Visitors. Each 
compartment has Stanchions for 
twelve cows, which are used Only 


while the cows are being fed, after 
which they run loose in the stay 
during the winter time and are 
turned out to pasture in the summer 
At the time of my visit in early June, 
the barn was empty except for one 
compartment which contained a few 
heifers. The floors of the stalls, like 
the runway, were spotlessly clean 
and the mangers filled to overflowing 
with green alfalfa. Alleyways ryp 
behind these stalls, down which the 
cows are conducted to the corner 
compartment, six at a time, where 
they are washed with a convenient 
hose arrangement and milked by 
machine. The milk produced under 
these conditions, with a bacteria count 
practically always under 1,500, is 
marketed as Grade A milk in the cities 
pt Bethlehem and Allentown. Visitorg 
from the city inspecting the source 
of their milk supply must be im. 
pressed with the cleanliness and sani- 
tary conditions in this barn, as prae. 
tical dairymen would be, with the 
convenient and efficient arrangements 
for getting the work done. 


The herd has been regularly tested 
for tuberculosis for many years, and 
in recent years has been blood tested, 
the last such test resulting in an all- 
negative herd. 

Weyhill did its first showing last 
fall, making a successful circuit of 
Eastern Pennsylvania fairs and also 
showing at Trenton, where the senior 
sire, Saucona Creator Beauty Walker, 
was senior and grand champion, his 
daughters winning one first and nu- 
merous seconds and thirds, while his 
Get of Sire stood second to Overbrook’s 
Suzone Get. These winnings were 
practically duplicated at the Penn- 
sylvania Farm Show at Harrisburg in 
January. The Weyhill organization 
are all intensely interested in the 
show game and are making plans for 
a somewhat more ambitious circuit 
this coming season, perhaps including 
Ohio State Fair and Eastern States as 
well as Trenton and some of the 
Pennsylvania shows. 


Although a show place and one in 
which the owner takes a great deal 
of pride and enjoyment, Weyhill is 
expected to pay its way and is run 
on a business basis. The farms con- 
sist of some 500 acres, made up mostly 
of hills and valleys of considerable 
scenic beauty and no little fertility, 
especially in the valleys. As a breed- 
ing establishment, Weyhill has made 
a creditable start and appears to be 
building progresively on a_ sound 
foundation.

On a_ recent visit to the annual 
meeting of the Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Assocation in Onondaga County, 
your State Secretary visited the herd 
of the Secretary of the Allegany-Steu- 
ben Holstein Association. The main 
reason for this call was to see the 
splendid herd of Holsteins that led 
the Association for that two-county 
organization. Mr. Young’s herd of 16.7 
cows finished the Association year 
with an average production of 14,706 
pounds of milk and 485 pounds of but- 
terfat. This was over 100 pounds more 
than the nearest competitor in this 
Association. Three other Holstein 
herds rank second, third, and fourth 
below Mr. Young’s.

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most of the associations of the state. 
Holstein herds are showing the way, 
under average farm conditions, for 
economical butterfat production and 
value of products above feed costs. 
In discussing with Mr. Young the 
reason for his success he incidently 
mentioned that most of the older cows 
in this herd that made such a credit- 
able record were all from one great 
sire. This again emphasizes the value 
of breeding, to the Holstein Industry. 
If Holsteins are to take their place 
in competition with other dairy cattle 
of New York State, better breeding 
must be practiced by the Holstein 
preeders. (Every bull from a mother 
of known production.) Mr. Young also 
mentioned the Master Breeder propo- 
sition. It is interesting to note that 
he has purchased a proved sire to 
take the guess work out of the future 
of his herd. This was necessary be- 
cause of the high production that is 
already present in his foundation 
stock. He has been accredited for 
several years and has his herd in the 
Holstein herd test of the National As- 
sociation as well as in Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association. This high 
cow in his herd will be the high cow 
for the United States during 1931, 
Classification C, in herd test as re- 
ported by Superintendent Norton. He 
is now due for one more blood test 
for abortion. A previous test showed 
very little infection. The second test 
which is now due should show his 
herd to be free from abortion. If 
this test comes through as expected, 
Mr. Young will be added to the Master 
Breeder list. It is hoped that more 
Holstein breeders in New York State 


will qualify for this honor in the 
future.
